Canadian Pacific Crop 
Report very Satisfactory 


Winnipeg, Aug. 30th—During the fox 
past week grain cutting has proceed: | 


ed without interruption throughout 


Manitoba, states the weekly crop of! 


the Agricultural Department of the 
Cauadian Pacific Railway, issued 
this morning. The present estimate 
is from seventy-five to eighty-five of 
wheat and from sixty to seventy per 
cent of coarse grains are cut. Wheat 
*crop iooks better than the average 
yet early to give much information 
on yield. No damage appears to have 
been done by the rains of the past 
week, and there are no reports of 
sprouting in the stooks. Harvest help 
is scarce and in some instances five 
dollars per day is offered. One 
thousand additional men could be 
easfiy absorbed. 
Sagkafchéwan—Some interruption 
has occurred in the northern part of 
the province due to rain, but of short 
duration. In the southern part cut- 
ting has advanced to sixty-five to 
seventy-five per cent. The least pro- 
gress is in the northwest parts taking 
in Macklin, Cutknife and Redford 
Subdivisions. Warm and dry weather 
is now needed. No special erop daii- 
age has occurred from rust or hail 
although some from sawfly. An elec- 
trical storm in the Saskatoon District 


on the 6th caused the heavy crops; 


o lodge badly. Threshing will start 
this week. Harvest help scarce. 
Pastures and livestock genedally ja 
good condition. 

Alberta—With few excdptions 
weather in Alberta the past week 
has been of the best and harvesting 
has made good progress, Ip the 
south as a whole from fifty to sixly 
per cent. of cutting is complefed. In 
the north from twenty te thirty per 
cent. Rain earlier in the month heip- 
ed wheat to fill and added consider- 
ably to the yield bésides benefitting 
oats and barley. If weather conditions 
continue favourable indications are 
for better than an average yield, A 
small amount of threshing has been 
done showing good yields and grade. 
Shortage of help is anticipated. 

E. D. and B. C. Ry.—Harvesting is 
quite well advanced and proceeding 
unden generally favorable weather 
conditions. About fifty to seventy 
per cent of wheat an® twenty-five to 
thirty-five percent of other grains are 
cut. Crop is the largest in the history 
of this section, and no reported 
shortage of help. A large amount of 
new land _ has been broken for the 
next year crop. 

British Columbia—Rains of the past 
week and since have effected a 
change for the better in orchard 
conditions, In many districts of the 
Okanagan trees were so dry that 
apples were ready to drop. The rain 
bas restored normal condiiions and 
will improve the quality of apples. 
Early apples, plums and early pears 
about cleaned up. Bartlett pears and 
wealthy and Gravenstein apples now 
moving in considerable volumé.

But new possibilitic are opening 
up for t smaller centres. It i 
fundamental fact that orgarfzed life 
passes through crises and, automati 
cally almost, out of them again 
Every spell of depression in human 
affairs is just the winter period 
which precedes the dawn of spring! 
While old kinds of business have 
disappeared, new kinds of business 
have appeared in the towns. There 
are the sales agencies for automobiles 
and trucks. Every town has them 
The man in charge is related also to 
thousands of others like him in a 
wonderful system: of salesmanship 
in a line which was absolutely un 
known in the towns twenty years 
ago. Farm mechanization has also 
lead to larger and better implement 
houses, tractor agencies and filling 
stations. 

The towns are also organizel bet 
ter than they used to be, to ship out 
their products. Here’s a place of 
fourteen hundred people, where they 
have established a big poultry and 
egg-shipping centre. A modern build- 
ing, properly arranged and ventilated, 
with well equipped office rooms, a 
good warehouse, ample side track 
from the main line of the railroad. 
Car loads of poultry shipped direct 
to the cities. Can you beat it? Who 
says that the town is not coming 
back, 

The farmers are shipping the 
cream out from the towns, through 
local agencies, and getting cream 
checks for it every week—real cash 
money from the outside world—cash 
ing their checks at the local banks 
and spending a lot of money with the 
local merchants. . 

It’s true there was a time when 
city high schools lured the young 
people away from the towns. But dur- 
ing the past decade the towns have 
erected their own high school buiid- 
ings. As one travels across Canada, 
he is impressed with the fact that 
towns everywhere have gone into 
the high schoo! business. The local 
young folks are living at home and 
2oinz to school. That is making a 
new social life in the town, such as 
sas not known previously. 

From the cities they are doing 
some things that are helping the 
towns to return. Certain 
moving their 


railroad 
companies are repair 
shops from big city centres out to 
small division points. It saves over 
head cost, rainimizes the risk of la- 
bor troubles, and scatters service 
stations for repair work, 

In the east, there’s a notable tend- 
ency to scatter industrial plants.
